About the Rural Crediis Law. 

flM Federal farm loan net. pop. 
Blarif called the "Rural credits 
!»»•," became a law July 17, 191 rt. 

Tlie primary purpose of this act 
it to promote IgHwHlWll prog, 
perity by enabling farmers to 
burrow money on farm mortgage 
security at a reasonable rate of 
interest and for relatively long 
periods of time. 

To attain thisopject, two farm- 

ntortgagt if*t«ni are ajc ueM td i 

1. — A system operating through 
t fgiOBll land banks, and 

2. — A system operating through 
j. int stook land banks. 

To attract money to the farm- 
loan tield, tbt act provides a 
method whereby those who have 
money to lend ran lind safe in- 
vestment in Hie form of debent- 
ures or bonds of lar^e or small 
denominations, issued hy the 
banks and based on the security 
m1 mortgages on farm lands. 

These two systems are under 
the general supervision of a Fed 
rral Farm Loan Hoard in the 
Treasury Department, composed 
of the Secretary of I lie Trearury, 
as chairman, <> x officio, ami four 
members, appointed by the Fres 
ulent. Tins boanl has authority 
to appoint appraisers, examiner'- 
and registars, *uo will be puuno 
otlicials. 

Tee law provides for Federal 

laild banks Mfhicll make loans, 
lor the lirst twelve mouths, ex- 
clusively through local national 
farm-loan associatiotie, composed 

Ol borrowers. These associations 
shall be shure-holders in the 
proltts of the bank. The money 
tor the loans is to come partly 
froM the capital of the panks 
and partly from the sale by the 
banks of bonds secured by first 
mortgages on farm lands. 

The United States has been 
divided into twelve farm loan 
districts and a Federal Laud 
Bank with a iu beer i bed capital 

stock of not less than .fTott.OOO. 
each share £.">, b is been estab 
Matted in each district ; and each 
of them may establish branches 
in its district. 

Within thirty days after the 
capital stock is offered tor sale, 
it may be purchased at par by 
any one. Thereafter, the stock 

renaming untold shall be bought 

by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the United States. It is pro 
tided, however, that the Govern- 
ment shall not receive any dm 
dends on its stock. 

It is intended that all etock in 
theae banks shall ultimately be 

owned by the associations of Lor 
rowers, ami provision is there- 
fore made in the law for trans 
b rring the original stock at par 
to these associations. 

No laud bank is permitted t<> 
charge more than ti% per 4 ainium j 
im its farm- mortgage loan-, and 
hi no case shall the interest 
charged tin farm mortgages ex- 
ceed by more than one pef cent 
the rate paid on the last issue of 
bonds.
